SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


THe sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available Do- 
minion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. The applicant must appear 
in ‘person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-Agency for the District. Entry 
by proxy may be made at the office of 
any Local Agent of Dominion Lands 
(not sub-agent), on certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
hree years, A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3 per acre. Duties—Six months resi- 
dence in cach of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time re- 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 50 
acres extra cultivation. The area of 
cultivation is subject to reduction in case 
of rough, scrubby or stony land after 
report by Homestead Inspector on appli- 
cation for patent, 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a 
pre-emption may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. Price $3 per 
acre. Duties—Must reside six months 
in each of three years, cultivate 50 acres 
and erect a house worth $300.

BORING A TUNNEL — 
THROUGH SELKIRKS 


IMMENSE ENGINEERING FEAT IS 
UNDERTAKEN AT ROGERS’ 
PASS 


New Location for the Line Will Short- 
en C.P.R. Route by Four Miles— 
Work Involves the Expenditure of 
Over Ten Million Dollars. 

In the vast amphitheatres formed 
by the ranges of perpetually snow- 
clad mountains which surround the 
pass of the Sclkirks, modern science 
today is pittg its wits against the 
titanic forces of nature. A _ tremen- 
dous conflict is being waged in the 
valleyg on either side of the summit 
where the primordial has held sway 
for countless ages. 

Brains ind brawn, backed by mod- 
ern machinery, modern methods and 
scientific orgenization, are combining 
to circumvent the elements. Huge 
fron mammoths are scooping out 
earth rock in enormous mouthfuls, 
and powerful explosives’ are rending 
the innermost recesses of the hills to 
serve the needs of a transcontinental 
railway system and to permit of the 
onward march of progress. . 

The new location for the line will 
shorten the route by four miles. The 
enterprise is officially known ag the 
Rogers’ Pass tunnelling scheme, and 
the work and related improvements 
will involve the expenditure of more 
than $10,000,000. The tunnel wip 
take rank as the longest railway bore 
in America. The Hoosac tunnel on 
the New York Central line is the 
longest at present, being just four 
and three-quarter miles through. 

Since the Canadian Pacific railway 
first opened its transcontin:ntal line 
through the mountains of British Co- 
lumbia it has spent millions of dol- 
lars in protecting and renewing its 
tracks on extra locomolives used to 
han] trains up the heavy grades aud 
fn coping with the snowfalls and 
other physical handicaps which keep 
a large force of men and a large 
amount of expensive eguipment busy 
nearly all the year. At Rogers’ Pass 
close to the summit of the Selkirks, 
the company maintains large engine 
sheds, shops, snow plows ana outfits 
ready for service on both sides of the 
Selkirk range. 

The engineer spent two years seek- 
ing a favorable location for a tunnel 
through the Selkirks. The C.P.R. 
decided on the Rogers’ Pass tunnel 
undertaking and relating double- 
tracking work last spring, prelimin- 
ary operations being started last 
June. 

The contractors, Who have in hand 
the tunne]: scheme are applying an 
entirely now method in tunnel pierc- 
ing, they are projecting what tis 
known as a “pioneer bore.” This is 
a small preliminary shaft, seven feet 
by nine, ‘which will parallel the 
course of the mai: tunnel fifty feet 
distant and will be bored from both 
ends at the same time. The idea is 
quite in the nature of an experiment 
and was decided upon only after cara- 
ful calculation and mature consider- 
ation. 

One of the principal reasons for 
the adopticn of the new plan was the 
fact that the Canadian Pacific wish- 
ed to have the big undertaking finish- 
ed by December 31, 1916, three years 
and a half from the time the work 
was started. Building a passage five 
miles Jong 1s a lengthy process in the 
ordinary way. Only a limited num- 
ber of men can work in the heading 
at one time and delays constantly oc- 
cur on account of blasting and other 
causes. 

With the ‘pioneer’ bore the work 
will be greatly facilitated. Side shafts 
will be excavated leading into the 
course of the main tunnel and drill- 
erg wil] thus be enabled to attack a 
number of points at once. While 
blasting is proceeding in one part of 
the shaft the workers will be able 
to continue their activities in another, 
instead of hdving to cease work each 
time a shot in fired as would be the 
cese with the one heading: The same 
applies to the excavation part of the 
work. Lines of cars loaded with ma- 
terial can be kept continually in mo- 
tion from the various drifts which 
would not be possible were the oper- 
ations concentrated all at oae part. 

Another great advantage is the fact 
that the “pioneer” bore will act as a 
ventilating shaft, enabling the pas- 
sage of a “urrent of air through two 
bores and the connecting passages. It 
will also serve a permanent purpose 
in the same connection on the com: 
pletion of the main tunnel. 

The tunnel operations have a de- 
cldedly human interest side. With per- 
aspiration dripping from their lightly 
clad bodies, the drill men may be 
seen calinly proceeding with their al- 
lotted taske, paying litle heed to the 
significance of thelr work. 

The work is pursued in much the 
same way as in the levels of a mine. 
Stopes are driven and holes are 
bored with air drills, charges set and 
exploded and the shattered matertal 
placed on cars and run out along nar- 
row gauge tram lines. Eletcric fans 
keep a current of air in circulation 
removing the dust from the drills and 
clearing the atmosphere of the pois- 
onous gases from blasting.

PROBLEM OF ASSIMILATION 


Toronto Correspondent of The Times 
Writes on the Americanization 
of Canada 

The Toronto correspondent of the 
London Times contributes an article 
of a column and a half in length, en- 
titled “The Americanization of Can- 
ada,” in which what he calls the “im- 
perial problem” is described. The 
correspondent asks: “Do the British 
people uncerstand and reflect upon 
imperial preblems in their complex- 
ity to Canada?” It seems to be the 
fashion, he says, in Great Britain to 
regard Canada ag bound to the moth- 
erland by historic. tradition, by long 
association, by common interest avd 
continent. Probably these clements 
are inspired by Canadian patriotisin. 
but the enormous influx of immi- 
grants has created new conditions 
and problems. Is it certain that they 
can be moulded into’ a common devo- 
tion to the empire? Can they never 
be attracted by a vision of an inde- 
pendent Canadian republic?” 

The correspondent in support of his 
argument that there is a movement 
to Americanize Canada, draws atten- 
tion to newspaper service Which rele- 
gates British news to the back: 
ground in favor of items from Amer- 
lea, thereby proving that he is deal- 
ing with a newspaper condition in 
Canada. of ten years ago and not of 
today, because every Canadian news- 
paper is now giving more attention 
to British news, for its news value, 
than they are devoting to news from 
the United States. 

“We are all passive imperialists,” 
Says the correspondent of the Times, 
“but there are elements in Canada, to 
which an appeal against imperialism 
can be made, who know no mother 
country.” 


Tuberculosis In Dairy Cattle 

In the United Kingdom an effort is 
being made by law to stamp out tub- 
erculosis in cattle. Speaking at a 
meeting of the British Dairy Farmers’ 
association, Sir Sydney Pocock, the 
representative of the association on 
the committee which administers the 
new tuberculosis (animals) act, re- 
ported with regard to the statistics 
that were to hand on their invstiga- 
tions up to the end of September last 
to the effect that out of 8,162 cows 
that were tested only 220 samples of 
milk were found to be tuberculous. 
After the way the public had been 
cautioned by scicntifie men against 
drinking milk which might be affect- 
ed, and generally frightening them, it 
was the duty of the association to 
disillusion their minds, as it was not 
very terrible after all taking into con- 
sideration the fact that it had not jet 
been proved that the milk from a cow 
with a tuberculous udder could trans- 
mit the disease to humun beings. He 
considered the public had been 
frightened unnecessarily. The cost 
of administration and compensations 
paid amounted to £11,998, of which 
only £3,246 was for compensation 
when the animals had been slaught- 
ered, which was a very inadequate 
amount to compensate the farmers 
according to the scale fixed by the 
board of agriculture. 


MILITARY VIEW 


General Otter on Unpreparecess cf 
Canada for War 

Replying to the toast of the “Can- 
adian Militia,” at the Royal Grenada: 
jers sergeants annual dinner at To- 
ronto, Major General Sir Wm. Otter 
made some strong statements in re- 
gard to the unprepared state of Can- 
ada in case of external danger.” 

"I look for danger from without,” 
said General Otter, ‘and sooner or 
latter that danger will come. As wa 
stand at present we are totally unpre- 
pared. We are lacking in numbers 
and we are lacking in material and if 
preparation is not made and = con- 
tinued in a definite manner we shall 
some day or other be caught, and we 
shall lose our identity as a nation.” 


OF THE FAR NORTH 


MISSIONARY DESCRIBES THE 
TRAITS OF THE ESKIMOS 
IN THE ARCTIC CIRCLE 


Does Not Think That There is a Fut- 
ure For the Extreme North Coun- 
try, Except as a Fur-Bearing Reg: 
lon—Describes Blonde Eskimos. 
“When Stefansson, the Arctic ¢x- 

plorer, declared he ‘prefers the Es- 

kimo who has not been spoiled by 
civilization,’ he made a statement re- 
garding the ‘spoiling’ which is not 
supported by facts,” said Archdeacon 

Whittaker, who, with a party of nine, 

left Edmonton on May 1 for the Ang- 

lican mission fields of the far north. 

He will be stationed at Fort McPher- 

son, at the mouth of the Mackenzie 

river. 

“Let me show what has been ac- 
complished,” he continued. “When we 
began mission work among the na- 
tives of the Arctic Circle country, un- 
der Bishop Stringer, the Eskimo was 
terribly degraded. Polygamy, infanti- 
cide, theft, murder and all kinds of 
things were too common. Immorality 
Was such that it cannot be mentioned. 
The Eskimos were made oven worse 
by the presence of American whalers, 
who carried on an illicit liquor traffic. 
Things were in bad shape 20 years 
ago. 

‘But now look at the change. Tho 
Eskimos have taken readily to relig- 
fous teachings, i. nd three-fifths of the 
500 natives at the Mackenzie river 
delta have been baptized. They are 
carrying on services during our ab- 
sence, and truly the change has been 
revolutionary. 

“Stefansson’s accoynts of the Es- 
kimes are most reliable where the ex- 
plorer’s observations are concerned, 
but When it comes to a matter of 
judgment he is something at fault.” 

The Eskimos, according to the 
archdeacon, are well supplied with 
boats, some of them have craft cap- 
able of carrying loads of four or five 
tons. Most of them are now maki:g 
a living by catching fur, and it is not 
Qn unusual thing for an Eskimo to 
make as much as_ $1,500 by this 
mnmeans during the season. Few .of 
them understand English. The pre- 
valling language is an Eskimo jargon 
which the whalers learn rapidly. 

Asked as to the future of the vast 
hinterland beyond the 60th parallel 
of latitude, Archdeacon Whittakes 
said there have been so many won- 
derful changes in the west during the 
last 20 years that he would not ven- 
ture even a guess as to what is like- 
ly to take plaec in the next few 
years. 

“But,” he added, “I do not think 
there is a future for the extreme 
north, except as a fur-bearing region. 
If the animals are conserved, so much 
the better. There is little restriction 
on the catching of fur at present. 
The Eskimos are better in this re- 
spect than the Indians. We got the 
Eskimo to see the benefit of avoiding 
early trapping, and he will not set his 
traps until after November 1, when 
the fur is good and fetches top prices. 
On the other hand, the Indian, as 
soon as he sees a mink or fox, will 
set his trap and kill, no matt-r what 
the time of year.” 

Archdeacon Whittaker told of the 
efforts of W. Henry Fry, one of his 
missionaries, to reach the people pcp- 
ularly known as the “Blonde  Es- 
kimos,” who live a thousand miles 
east of Herschell island in what is 
known as Victoria) Land. Mr. Fry 
and a party of nine covered 600 miles, 
but had to turn back on account of 
{ce and lack of provisions. The Arche 
deacon says the Eskimos are not 
really blonde, which fs a newspaper 
appellation, although some of them 
undoubtedly have a strain of white 
blood in their veins, and, if dressed 


in European clothes, might be taken 
for Englishmen, 

Archdeacon Whittaker began his 
labors among the Eskimos in 1895. 
His wife, a sister of the wife of 
Bishop Lucas, followed him three 
years later. He was stationed at 
Fort McPherson for five years, then 
at Herschel] Island for five years, and 
then again at Fort McPherson for an- 
other five years, with furloughs in- 
tervening. He Was’ accompanied to 
his far-off post by Mre. Whittaker. 
They will have a motor boat of 45 
feet and 11 foot beam, the trip oc- 
eupying two months.

The Farmers of Central Alberta are 
Securing Big Returns From 
Mixed Farming 


Mr. J. L. Porte, Publicity Commis: 
sioner for Central Alberta in the 
course of an interview given in the 
Globe during the Tcronto Exhibition, 
said: 

“While Central Alberta can arc 
does produce splerdid crops c: 
wheat, aggregating mi'lions of b: shes 
annually, the conaitions are peculiar 
ly favorable to mixed farming... and 
it is the advantages in this directi n 
that render the district more dcsr 
able than other portions of the we:t 
and that have led our farmcrs i1to 
the saner ways of doing things. ‘t 
is generally recognized by cur farmer: 
that where conditions are co favoia 1+ 
for growing grain, hay, roots and 
vegetables, for the production of f-d 
der crops, and for the cheap handling 
of cattle, all on the same farm, bett>r 
fesults can be obtain-d from mixed 
farming, under. which the qvali'y o. 
the land improves, than that of ex- 
clusive wheat-growing, under which 
the land must inevitably deterior:te. 

“In the case of cattle, it 1s contend: 
ed by our farmers that beef can be 
raised at less expense in Central A- 
erta than almost any other part ci 
Canada. Mr. EK. B. Snider of Daysland 
who settled there from South Dakota 
for several years has had from fifty 
to one hundred head of cattle and 
™made a profit on every animal. He 
does not stable them at all, letting 
them eat in the winter around the cat 
stacks, and he finds that in this way 
the has very little expense in fatten- 
ing. 

Dairying Making Men Rich 

“As regards dairying, it is no les: 

profitable, end I can give you a num 


ber of instances of where farmers / 


have mado a good thing out of it. 
Enquiry at the principal dairies in 
“dmonton showed that the average 
orice for butter during the year was 
twenty-seven and three-quarter cents 
per pound. For January the average 
was thirty-one cents, and for Febiu- 
ary thirty-three cents. Mr. &E, 
Sevigny of St. Albert during tie year 
delivered eleven thousand five hun- 
red and fifteen pounds of cream, fo: 
{which he received $970.42. He kept 
at that time only twelve cows, which 
means he made a profit of $80.87 per 
cow. Mr. George Wilkerson, near Le- 
duo, received altogether $2,143 for 
‘twenty-five thousand four hundred 
and eighty-seven pounds of milk ship- 
ped. This was the product of forty 
Cows and meant an average of $8.41 
per hundred pounds, Mr. A. J. Davis 
of Cherry Hill Farm at Clover Bar 
delivered one hundred and fifty thou- 
Zand eight hundred and forty-nine 
Pounds of milk to the Edmonton 
Dairy, for which he received $2,820, 
fle obtained an average for the year 
of $120.50 from each cow. 
Money In Hogs and Sheep 

“Hog-raising, as a result of the 
‘dairying, is profitable, and more far- 
‘mers every year are getting into pork 
Production. Corn is not a successful 
crop in our section, but the farmers 
find barley a good substitute, and as 
‘prices for bacon remain high the year 
round there is a good margin left for 
the producer. Sheep are not raised 
extensively in our district, although 
every condition is there to make them 
profitable. Those who have gone into 
this brand of live stock husbandry 
have invariably been successful. The 
prices for mutton and woo! are most 
attractive. Mr. E. A. Walker, in Strath: 
cona district, formerly of Braut coun- 
ty, Ontario, is one of a number 
who are making well out of sheep. 
Mr. George F. Root of Red Deer, for. 
merly of Iowa, brought over 2,625 
lambs from Montana in October. These 
animals were in the worst possible 
condition, having been starved all sum- 
mer in Montana, Notwithstanding 
this, however, Mr. Root’s entire loss 
during the winter amounted to only 
nineteen head. 

Poultry Pays 

“Poultry-raising is advancing by 
leaps and bounds in our portion of 
Alberta. Those who have been mak. 
ing a specialty of poultry declare they

That the government should take 

definite ana emphatic action to en- 
| Courage a grcater production of sheep 
fm Canada was set forth strongly at 
the annual meeting of che Sheep 
| Breeders’ Association, held at Guelph 
recently. The necessity of this. both 
from the wool and feat standpoints, 
was dwelt tpon by various prominent 
speakers. In connection with the lat- 
ter phase of the question, it is note- 
worthy that many think the tariff on 
wool, as well as that on woollen goods 
should be adjueted in order that amore 
stable condition of the industry gener- 
ally might be obtained. Apparently 
there are few who think the preference 
On woollen gcods should be increased. 
They believe this would still fur- 
ther Ikmit the production of woollen 
goods in Canada, thus reducing the 
home mark : in Canada for wool. In 
his address at Guelph Mr. H. 8. Ar- 
kell, B.S.A., Ottawa, sald in part: 

“At present in Canada there are 
about 2,360,00C sheep. In the year 1871 
there were 8,155,000. What does that 
mean, then? It means that there are 
700,000 fewer sheep in Canada to- 
day than ‘uere were forty years ago 
Not only is this the case with the 
Dominion rs a whole. In every sing!c 
eastern Province there are less shee; 
than there used to be long ago. ‘There 
are to-day fewer sheep in the whole 
Dominion of Canada than there wer: 
in the Provinces of Ontario and Que 
bec alone forty years ago. In the ye! 
1896 we exported 391,000 head, anc 
since about that year the sheep have 
, been falling off in numbers. Two year 
ago*we exported sheep to quite a1 
extent.

Training Domestic 
Science Teachers 


at the Olds School 


of Agriculture 


An item of news that will be of in- 
terest to all public school teachers is 
the fact that the School of Agriculture 
at Olds will give such a course as will 
enable those holding teachers certifi- 
cate to teach Household Science in 
the common schools. ‘leachers hold- 
ing eleventh grade certificates and 
having completed the Normal course, 
by taking two winters at the School of 
Agriculture, Olds, wilh be graduated 
as qualified teachers. ‘This will be 
very welcome news to the large num—- 
ber of teachers who have written to 
the undersigned with regard to the 
work which they are giving. 

In addition to the teachers course 
the school will offer what will be called 
a home-maker’s course. ‘This will te 
for young ladies who have not in view 
the teaching of Household Scsence 
work, but who desire the training so 
that it may be of use to chem in their 
own homes. 

This work is made as practical as 
possible, and all courses are en- 
tirely free, ‘Nhe Institution is under 
the auspices of the Department of Ag- 
riculture at Edmonton, and all that 
the students will need to do will le to 
provide their own board and room 
which may be secured at from $5 co 
to $5.50 per week.
